This is in further response to your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request to this office for the cross 
reference records pertaining to Louis T. Byers. This is also in 
reference to our letter to you dated May 19, 2000. 

/ Enclosed are eleven (11) cross reference documents, 
totalinjg 40 pages. Excisions have been made on these documents 
to protect tfiaterial exempt from disclosure pursuant to the 
following subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Section 
552 : 


(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of an agency,- 

(b)(7) records or information compiled for law 

enforcement purposes, but only to the extent 
that the production of such law enforcement 
records or information 


(C) could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, 

(D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the 
identity of a confidential source, including 
a State, local, or foreign agency or 
authority or any private institution which 
furnished information on a confidential 
basis, and, in the case of a record or 
information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a 
criminal investigation, or by an agency 
conducting a lawful national security 
intelligence investigation, information 
furnished by a confidential source. 



A "cross" reference is defined as a mention of a name 
in the file of another individual, organization, activity or 
event. In processing the cross reference document, the pages 
considered for release included only those pages which mention 
the subject of your request and any additional pages showing the 
context in which the subject of your request was mentioned. When 
the cross reference document contains information about other 
subject matters, the information "outside the scope" of the 
request was marked "o/s" and bracketed. Whenever possible the 
"o/s" material was released. For your information, the 
exemptions that would have applied to that material, had it been 
within the scope of your request, have also been noted on the 
document. 


Additional references which may possibly be identical 
with Mr. Byers are located in files which have been referred to 
FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ) for processing pursuant to requests for 
the National Youth Alliance and Liberty Lobby. We will notify 
FBIHQ of your interest in these records as they pertain to Mr. 
Byers. 


In addition, we are unable to locate two (2) cross 
reference documents which may be identical to Mr. Byers. These 
references are missing and have been placed on "special locate." 
You will be advised when/if they are located. 

This completes the processing of this portion of your 
request in this office. If you so desire, you may appeal any 
denial contained herein, within sixty days from receipt of this 
letter. Appeals should be directed in writing to the Co- 
Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of 
Justice, Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, D.C. 20530, within 
sixty days from receipt of this letter. The envelope and the 
letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" 
or "Information Appeal". Please cite the name of the office to 
which your request was directed.

There were approximately 500 in attendance 
at the convention each day. J. 13. STONER, National 
Chairman and candidate for governor of Georgia, spoke to 
the convention Saturday afternoon. Newspapermen were 
allowed to do a short television film on STONER. STONER 
left the convention promptly after his speech.

IwAKE^was presented with the Man of the Year 


Among the material available at the convention 
was a flier captioned, "Press Release" on one side and 
captioned "There is no Middle Ground" on the other side. 
A copy is attached. 


Subject matter of the speeches in general was 
pro-white supremacy and segregation and anti-Jewish and 
anti-Negro with liberal use of the word "nigger" and "Jew". 
It was said that the NSRP had the liberals running scared 
and that the party is a strong force in the country today. 


NED DUPES, in his speech, referred to the Jew 
controlled Supreme Court and said that the Jews are using 
the "niggers". He commented that he did not know but a few 
politicians who are not "scum". DUPES also made remarks 
to the affect that only the white man is the creation of God 
and that the "nigger" is an animal. 

BOB BARBER, in his speech, talked about smashing 
the Jewish control of the banks and news media. He said 
that what HITLER did to the Jews would only be a drop in the 
bucket to what we will do when we get in power. BARBER 
stated that the "niggers" and the Jews should be eliminated 
and that when the NSRP comes to power they will go. BARBER 
told the audience that if they did not have a gun they should 
go out and buy one because they will need it to protect 
themselves against the "niggers". 


JIM DE WITT talked about a survey conducted at 
a New England college which had to do with the question of 
integration. He said the survey showed that the people in 
college were dissatisfied with integration, however, the 
findings were changed when the survey was published and 
the liberals are now using it to indicate that the college 
students are in favor of integration.' UE WITT said he had a 
copy of the survey showing the real answers before they were 
changed.

BEN KLASSEN spoke about his former association 
with the John Birch Society and that he left the Society 
when he learned that ROBERT WELCH was a fraud and would 
not attack the Jews who are the real enemy of the United 
States. 


BILL BRAILSFORD urged the Party to get more 
active and more productive and to do something to get the 
Jews and communist out of power. 

LOU BYERS, the guest speaker at the convention, 
talked about the John Birch Society and stated that the 
Negro and Jew are destroying this country. He said the way 
to deal with this problem Is to change the Government by 
putting people in the government who will make the necessary 
changes. 


Dr. FIELDS closed the convention about 4:30 p.ra., 
on Sunday and urged members to greater efforts to build 
membership and form new chapters. He also urged members to 
fight against school integration and bussing. 

After the convention a caravan of several cars, 
led by Dr. FIELDS, his wife and children, traveled to Berea, 
Kentucky, to place a wreath on the grave of ELZA RUCKER, an 
NSRP member who was killed by gunshot at an NSRP rally in 
Berea, Kentucky. Dr. FIELDS said a prayer in praise of 
RUCKER for having died in defense of the white race.

According to the article, the party wan 
formed at a recently held mooting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klan.omcn were represented. The UN? was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organisations and 
individunIs." 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank-and- 
file "States Lighters" had merged with the UUP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Tarty," with national 
offices at Post Office Pox 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of lClan-type organisations and 
notorious anti-Semites.
